We think the latter piece is repeated too often; it 
violates probability so glaringly, that, although the adwirable acting 
of Mr. Wrench and Mr. Benson Hill, as Rattler and- Clincher, may 
exc'te peals of laughter, the piece does not give general satisfaction. 
Free and Easy concluded the entertainments,—Keeley’s Michael, with 
his eternal quotations from Thomson, and Miss Kelly’s Gertrude, sent 
everybody away in good humour. ; 


Haymarket Theatre. 

The Clandestine Marriage was played in admirable style, at this 
Theatre, on Saturday night. Mr. W..Farren’s Lord Ogieby, is one of 
the few perfect personations of the present day; and it is of such 
surpassing excellence, asto leave nothing to be desired. The Hamilet 
of Mr. Young, the Othello of Mr. Kean, the Falconbridge of Mr. C: 
Kemble, or the Virginius of Mr. Macready, characters with which 
each has identified his name, are not marked by greater truth, or power 
of acting, than the Lord Ogleby of Mr. W. Farren, which is worthy 
to be named with the brighest performance of this, or any other, day. 
it is a matter of astonishment that one so young should so ably deli- 
heate the peculiarities of age, but it is a matter of rejoicing also, for 
it gives us the promise of enjoying his inimitable performances for many 
fature years. Mr. Vining’s Brush, was light, gay and easy, second 
only to the Brush of Mr. Jones. Should Mr. Harris resame the ma 
hagement of Covent Garden, we think that oue of his first steps would 
be to engage this gentleman ; it would be to his own advantage, for 
although Mr. Wreneb is excellent in some parts, Mr. Vinipg looks 
younger, and is more refined ; he is also too promising an actor, ina 
very difficult line of business, to be exeluded from the wioter houses. 

Mrs: Glover’s Mrs, Heidelberg, was as good, almost, (we caunot al- 
low any one to be quite) as our dear, delightful Davenport; and Mrs, 
W. Clifford gave a most excellent portrait of the haughty airs, and 
malignant disposition, of Miss Sterling. It isnot often that we find oc~ 
casion to praise Mr. W, West; bis Canton was very good. The Gold- 
smith preceded, and John of Paris followed the Comedy. J. Reeve’s 
Pedrigo Potts is highly bumorous,althongh he does not adhere to the 
rule of saying ne more than is set down for him.
